The final 
passage of the bill carried a gov- 
ernment amendment lowering 
the age for pensionable blind 
from 40 to 21 years. The bill 
which now goes to the senate, 
mm adds 60,000 to C5.000 other 
persons to those eligible for old 
age ttn<\ blind pensions, modifies 
the restrictions on residence 
qualifications and Increases the 
amount n pensioner may earn 
without suffering reduction of 
pension.
